While, in the main, we corn- 
pare very favorably with most cities 
of our class, most of us will admit 
that we fall short of the standard re-

This method calls for lectures by city 
officials upon Hie functions of their re- 
spective oflices and for the organiza- 
tion of the students into 
mode gov- 


ernments, with nominations, elections, 
ofllcf-rs' meetings, etc-., for the prac- 
tical demonstration of 
governmental i ^j 


organization and purposes, it is also '' 
urged that graduates of 
the 
.schools 


form alumni classes for continued as- 
sociation and discussion. . 


The primary purpose 
of the 
plan 


outlined above la to reach those resi- 
dent aliens who are contemplating be- 
coming citizens. In addition, however, 
the efioit is also being made to reach 
all foreign-born residents, 
many 
of 


whom have no Immediate Intention of 
ueuomlng citizens, but who arc 
liv- 


.ng In this country in various degrees 
of ignorance as lo its institutions and 
political organizations. 
Also, it 
has 


been found that there Is a demand and 
need for such training even

part of 'many native-born persons. 


The bureau has planned to hold a 


convention next July In Washington,

of a large corporation. Yet, 


very often these men give good service 
for when they realize that their own 
judgment is liable to be faulty, they 
secure the advice and co-operation of 
men who-know the details of their 
respective departments.

of a department selects his subordi- 
nates with care,, he might give more 
general satisfaction as an administra- 
tor than a department head who is an 
expert in his line. 


The city manager ideal is a splendid

ence. Their nerves were worn to rags. 
I could feel their powers of resistance 
failing and I was afraid every instant 
that someone would shout and bring 
down a shower of heavy shells upon us. 


"Mysterious life filled (he night—lite 


which none of ua understood, full 
of 


strange lights and sounds. My men be- 
gan to grit their teeth. 
This envelop- 


ing 
mystery 
tortured 
their nerves. 


Some closed their eyes, others gnawed 
their fists. 
Before us we saw crawling 


forms; they were certainly Germans. 
We waited for them with machine guns 
loaded and pointed but our orders were 
to let the assailants approach and siioot 
them down safely from our shelter. iSul 
the men could hold themselves in no 
.longer. Those growing shadows, in (he 
darkness, pierced by mysterious Hashes, 
set them mad and they raged at not 


S able to understand why thev were 


kept tied down in a hole. 


"Suddenly, before 1 could stop them 


they leaped from tho hole and fell upon 
the Germans in the dark, yellin- like 
madmen. They should have perished to 
a man under the fire of the German 
machine Runs, but lurk was on their 
side and in a minute they were all bacl; 
In the trench, quite calmed. They had 
at length pierced, at the peril of their 
lives?, the mystery of the lights, that

food and clothing,fur those in need. 


All children given into the care 01 


Ihe agent arc placed in homes or asy- 
lums, or if returned to their homes are 
still to be under her supervision.

gards nationality as long1 as (he chil- 
dren arc CathoHod. 


All Catholic girls under the age of 


17 years placed on probation are given 
to Miss Klernan, 
wliile non-Catholic 


girls are Riven in care of one repre- 
senting their interests. 


As a result of this activity on the 


part of the guild, only four children 
were taken in care by the state minor 
ward department during, the year just 
closed; and this was owins 
to 
their 


menial or physical condition. All other 
neglected Catholic children were cared 
for by the guild and placed in homes 
or asylums. 


The sum o£ $C5 was paid to St- Peter'K 


Orphan asylum, while the hoard of 12 
others is being paid through the influ- 
ence, of the guild. 
The board of five 


children placed in families is also be- 
ing paid by relatives through the in- 
terest of tlie giiild. 


This is a marked change over condi- 


tions in times past when children were 
placed in homes or orphanages and the 
parties 
responsible, afterwards 
neg- 


lected to pay the expense incurred. 


.Not a Catholic child has been placed 


in ,1 non-Catholic home or asyhmi dur- 
ing tho past year, while four, who were 
being brought up against their faith,
